PORT COLBORNE - Three sites have 
been shortlisted by south Niagara mayors 
as potential locations for a new hospital, 
Vance Badawey let slip last Thursday. 

The Port Colborne mayor was asked 
for an update on discussions regarding a 
proposed southern-tier hospital during 
a breakfast hosted by Port Colborne- 
Wainfleet Chamber of Commerce. 

The mayors of Niagara's six south¬ 
ern municipalities, including Welland, 
Pelham, Port Colborne, Wainfleet, Fort 
Erie and Niagara Falls, have “shortlisted 
three different sites," said Badawey, who 
then went on to identify them as at Hwy. 
140 and East Main St. in Welland; at Lyons 
Creek and Montrose Rds. in Niagara Falls; 
and at Montrose and Netherby Rds. at the 
junction of Port Colborne, Fort Erie and 

Badawey later said the potential 
Welland location includes land from East 
Main St. and Hwy. 140 south to Netherby 
Rd.

WAINFLEET — Beach Day was a bust 

While Niagara Regional Police were 
ready to deal with a couple thousand high 
school teens descending on Wainfleet’s 
Augustine Beach, only a couple hundred 
actually came out. 

And that was just fine with Sgt. John 
Vujasic and Staff Sgt Tim Welychka, com¬ 
mander of the Port Colborne-Wainfleet 
detachment. 

“There were teens on the beach by 9 
a.m. last year ... before we even finished 
our briefing and by 11:30 a.m. the beach 
was full,” said Vujasic, who organized the 
police presence this year. 

By 1 pm. last Friday, he and Welychka 
said there were about 250 teens on the 

The two men said it was a welcome 
break from the crowds of last year and 
years past.

The mayors, he said, have 
agreed to pursue those three sites 
in particular as potential options. 

Other south Niagara mayors, 
however, indicated Thursday 
afternoon that short list has yet to 

In May, Niagara Health 
System’s provindally-appointed 
supervisor, Kevin Smith, released 
an interim report on the health 
system, which included a rec¬ 
ommendation for a new south 
Niagara hospital to replace facili¬ 
ties in Welland, Port Colbome, 
Niagara Falls and Fort Erie. 

Smith tasked mayors of the 
legion’s southern tier with work¬ 
ing together to recommend 
a suitable location. They’re 
expected to provide their recom¬ 
mendation to Smith by June 15. 

At the same chamber break¬ 
fast Thursday, Wainfleet Mayor 
April Jefls said it should also be 
mentioned the public has been 
questioning potential costs to 
“rejig” existinghospitalsites. 

“People want to look at those 
figures again,” she said, citing the 
cost to upgrade existing hospi¬ 
tal sites versus building a new 
facility. 

That feedback will be “kept in 
mind as we move forward,’’ she 

The southern mayors, along 
with regional and municipal staff 
have been looking at population 
density, access to each poten¬ 
tial site from each municipality 
and transportation times to help 
determine suitable options for 
a new facility location, Badawey 

"We don’twant any have-nots," 
he said. “We’re trying to have 
everyone with equal access.” 

Badawey called himself 
“optimistic’’ that the south's six 


municipal leaders "can come to 
a consensus on one of the three 


The mayors, he said, will be 
meeting “in the next few days” 
with hopes of narrowing it down 
to one site. 

If that selected location is not 
serviced or within the urban 
boundaries, services will have 
to be put in and the boundaries 
expanded, he added. 

Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said he is “miffed” that others are 
trying to narrow down the loca¬ 
tion of a possible new hospital in 
south Niagara. 

“My understanding of where 
we are right now is we haven’t 
decided anything. We certainly 
haven't discussed telling people 
that we have or haven’t narrowed 
down a location. I don’t think 
others should be talking specific 
location or options,’’ he said in an 

Augustyn said the location 
of a new hospital — if one is to 
be built — is still up in the air for 
him. He’s considering all criteria 
as to its possible location. 

“It has to be somewhere that 
makes for the most sense for 
serving the population. We’re still 
looking at EMS (paramedic) calls, 
where people live and where 
people will live in the foture." 

“People have talked about 
Hwy. 406 and Hwy. 20 and look¬ 
ing at existing (hospital) locations 
in Niagara Falls and Welland,” 
saidAugusyta 

Residents of his own com¬ 
munity have let their feelings 
be known and he’s taking what 
they’ve said into consideration 
as well “I’m taking this very seri¬ 
ously.” Pelham’s mayor said it is 
important to continue to do the 
work that Smith asked of south 
Niagara’s mayors.

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati said he “wasn’t aware" 
that three potential locations 
had been short-listed, though 
much discussion has taken place 
regardingviable options. 

“There are not a lot of places 
that make sense, so let’s come 
up with the best and use Smith’s 
criteria to come up with a rank¬ 
ing," he said 

A recommendation must 
be made. Diodati believes the 
mayors do not want to go back 
to Smith divided “because then 
it’s guaranteed that notbing will 

While he appreciates the 
“emotion and thought around 
health care,” Diodati said his big¬ 
gest concern is “that we won’t 
end up with anything.” 

“We need to make sure the 
outcome is a new hospital and 
better health care.” 

He said he supports shortlist¬ 
ing three sites and rating each 
based on the necessary criteria. 

Niagara Emergency Medical 
Services representatives were 
invited to the last meeting of the 
southern mayors, Diodati said, 
and they brought along topo¬ 
graphic computer-generated sta- 

They provided emergency 
response times and geographic 
densities to help come up 
with suggestions for potential 
locations.

Less teens on the beach meant 
less of a headache for residents 
in the area who have had to deal 
with some bad teens in the past 

Vujsaic said the president of 
the Long Beach Homeowner’s 
Association had yet to show up 
to speak with police by 1 p.m., 
when she visited much earlier 
lastyearto speak about the day. 

“Hie homeowners are tuned 
into what’s going on... we’re get¬ 
ting a lot of buy-in and support 
from them,” said Welychka. 

As the teens entered the area, 
police had information check¬ 
points set up to let them know 
alcohol was not permitted on 
Augustine Beach, or any beach 
in die township. Officers were 
patrolling beaches at the end of 
road allowances by motorcycle 


and ATV and were also checking 
side mads in the area to ensure 
teens weren’t drinking there first 
and then coming into the beach. 

Vujasic said officers had 
patrolled the beaches in the early 
morning hours on Friday, to 
make sure teens weren’t hiding 
anything on the beach ahead of 

Though police were checking 
all bags and bottles as the teens 
came in to the beach, at least one 
teen tried to smuggle in alcohol 
in a unique way. 

“One girl had alcohol in her 
suntan lotion bottle... I guess it 
would taste a bit like coconut,” 

The sergeant said one of the 
more unique ways teens have 
tried to sneak alcohol on the 
beach in the past was by using a 
football 


“They’d use a syringe and 
inject the alcohol through the 
air hole and then take it outwith 
the syringe. It’d probably taste 
pretty robbery, I wouldn’t want 
todrinkit,’’hesaid. 

Welychka said most teens 
know the routine and police had 
only laid on liquor charge by the 
start of the afternoon, as com¬ 
pared to last year when many 
charges had been laid. 

“They just want to have fun 
and spend a day at the beach... 
it’s no different than a weekend 
at the beach,” he said. 

Though they want to have 
fim, some teens, Welychka said, 
don’t think they don’t have to 
behave and act inappropriately 
and are disrespectful on Beach

But with police putting the message out 
through the media and at local high schools, most 
teens understand that all police want is for every¬ 
one to have fan and be safe.

"We expected it to be crazy,” she said, adding it 
seems many of her classmates had instead opted 
to head to Crystal Beach. 

Stoop believes the rain on June 1, when Beach 
Day was originally scheduled, put a damper on 
plans and kept the large crowds from forming in 
Wainfleet Friday. 

While she and her friends will likely participate 
in Beach Day in the future, plans may be to head 
out to Crystal Beach instead, she added. 

With only a small crowd lining the beach, 
Cochrane felt the police presence was “a bit of 
overkill.”

School said she felt safer knowing emergency 
personnel were nearby. 

McDonald was at the beach with a large group

“This is actually tamer than a typical Saturday 
here,” the mayor said as she surveyed the beach 

Though this was her second Beach Day as 
mayor, it was the first time she visited Augustine 
Beach She was away for lastyear’s day. 

Jeffs had yet to speak with any residents in the 
area, but said judging by the amount of people 
on the beach she anticipated feedback would be 
more positive than in years past 

“The students seem to have gotten the message 
and the police have a real handle on Beach Day.”

Meanwhile, debate over the legislation revealed little about how 
the nuts and bolts of Bill 13 will deal with actual bullying incidents, 
its best-known aspect is the requirement all school boards have 
to let students create “gay-straight alliances,” or GSas, to combat 
homophobia and homophobic bullying. 

Guelph anti-bullying advocate Lynne Mdntyie said, “They passed 
a gay-straight allian ce bill, not an anti-bullying bill." 

Mdntyre is a member of one of 10 anti-bullying groups that came 
together in the last year to lobby for better protection for bullied 
students. They also wanted tougher accountability requirements 
for school boards, so families and the public could clearly see how 
boards were dealing with bullying and the effectiveness of anti¬ 
bullying programs. 

Bill 13 Ms short of that they say—and they vowto keep up the 
fight “We’re not giving up,” said Karen Sebben, founder of the York 
Region anti-Bullying Coalition. Bill 13, “is a good equity and inclusion 
bill Now we have to get on to an anti-bullying bilL” 

The anti-bullying groups wanted to see Bill 13 melded with the 
bestofBill 14, another anti-bullying bill moved bythe Conservatives 
—butthatdidnothappen. Instead, they say, Bill 13’s definition 
of bullying should, but does not include bullying by adults in 
the school does not track bullying incidents and lacks effective 
accountability requirements among boards and schools for how they 
are actually handling bullying cases. 

“School boards are self-governing corporations," said Sebben. 

'Any corporation, if it practices due diligence, measures what it 
manages. That’s not happening with this legislation.” 

Meanwhile, there's renewed debate over Catholic school 
funding stirred up because Catholic schools complain GSas don’t 
comply with Catholic teaching something the Liberals had to have 
anticipated. 

Yet our premier, Dalton McGuinty, a Catholic, says he supports the 
Catholic school system and believes GSas will become accepted in its 

One wonders if McGuinty and his government not only want 
to micromanage what's taught in our schools, but also influence 
Catholic teaching itself. 

Given the changing nature of our society, more secular and 
religiously pluralistic than it was in 1867when Catholic schools 
received constitutionally-enshrined rights, it is probably time for a 
real debate about public funding of separate schools. 

It's underway, thanks to these recent events. But let’s do it fairly, 
without bigotry, and because this province should reflect what the 
majority of its citizens want

ZA s a newly-minted minister m the 
J. AlJnited Church of Canada, I found 
myself in Kincaid, Saskatchewan in July 
1982, living in my little house on the 
prairie, a.k.a the manse. It was my first 
exposure to life in a fanning community. 

Within a week or two, I got a quick 
introduction to the lingo of the locals and 
promptly added to my vocabulary hitherto 
unheard words such as augers, seeders, 
combines, sloughs, summerfaUow and 
prairie oysters! 

I also learned that two months prior to 
my arrival, there had been a “dust bowl” 
similar to the "Dirty Thirties." In plain 
English, this meant that the spring rains 
did not come on time. However high 
velocity dry winds did, and swept away the 
top soil as well as the newly planted seeds 
(akin to what happened in the 1930’s). 

Now formers were faced with a 
dilemma. Repeating the seeding process 
would double input costs such as fuel and 
grain and result in reduced income, if the 
yield turned out to be only average. On the 
other hand, these seeds could never see 
the light of day or produce a poor harvest, 
which would lead to further losses. It was a

To their credit, virtually 
everyone who faced this predicament 
opted to re-seed. 

So here I am, in the hottest month of 
the year, eagerly anticipating the dry heat 
of Western Canada (as opposed to the 
oppressive humidity of Southern Ontario 
whence I had departed). Instead, I was 
led to wonder whether I had moved to the 
Maritimes. It rained bam cats and prairie 
dogs! 

The combination of high levels ofheat 
and moisture caused robust growth in 
the crops. With lots of sun and very litde 
rain in August, heads of grain were bulkier 
than normal. To make a long story short, 
formers were treated to a bumper harvest 
as fields that normally yielded 25-30 
bushels per acre on the average produced 
nearly twice that amount! Some who had 
been farming for decades remarked that 
they had never witnessed yields of this 
magnitude in their lifetime to date! 

How did such prodigious growth spring 
forth from such an inauspicious start? 

You see, when the seed was planted, even 
though there was no water from above, 
there was still moisture below the soil. As 
the roots emetged fromtheseed,they (like 
many Niagara residents on weekends) 
headed south to satisfy their insatiable 
thirst. Because of the arid conditions, the

Have your seeds 
been swept away? Don’t get down, give 
up or recede. Instead, get up, get busy and 
re-seed. Then get ready to receive a greater 
yield. By the way, make more room in your 
Quonset, eh?

■ WIND ENERGY: Residents pack meeting to oppose turbines 

Green energy projects on track 



THOROLD — Ten new 
wind turbines could tower 
above Wainfleet and West 
Lincoln by next august, a 
regional council committee 
heard last week. 

Two green energy projects 
in West Niagara are on course 
for completion in 2013, Tom 
Lewis, project manager 
for IPC Wind energy, told 
council's integrated com¬ 
munity planning committee 
Wednesday. 

Although he said the two 
projects of five turbines each 
have earned the green light 
from two provincial minis¬ 
tries, turbine foes came out 
in droves to have their say 
Wednesday. 

"There are lots of unan¬ 
swered questions,” said 
Catherine Mitchell, speaking 
for the Wainfleet ratepayers 


"What reassurances do we 
have that our well-being will 
be protected?” 

Lewis said the Wainfleet 
Wind energy Project and the 
HaF Wind energy Project in 
West Lincoln are both head¬ 
ing for their second public 
meetings, in West Lincoln, it 
will be June 19 from 3 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. at the the Caistor 
Community Centre, and in 
Wainfleet it will be June 26 
from 3 p.m. to 8 p.m. at the 
firefighters hall.

“Both projects have reached 
key milestones,” he said.

Mitchell was one of several 
residents who attended the 
committee meeting to decry 
the turbine plans. 

She called on the region 
to follow Wamfleet's lead by 
passing a bylaw mandating 
wind turbines be set back two 
kilometres from any homes 


not involved in the plan, at 
the moment, it’s about 500 

The two-kilometre distance, 
she said, “is not excessive 
when lives and the well-being 
of those affected are taken 
into account.” 

It's unclear, though, if the 
region has any authority. 
St. Catharines Coun. Andy 
Petrowski raised that issue 
with the region’s planning 
staff. 

Integrated community 
planning commissioner 
Patrick Robson said the region 
had set some green energy 


policies before the province 
“usurped” that authority with 
the Green energy act. He said 
the region would need legal 
advice to know if any offset 
bylaw could be enforced. 

Petrowski, neverthe¬ 
less, asked following the 
delegations when he could 
file a motion to follow in 
Wainfleet’s footsteps with an 
offset bylaw. He was told the 
motion must be filed before 
today's full council meeting. 

Smithville resident Tom 
Shields said wind turbines 
could render the town 
unattractive. 


“These horizon-spoiling 
monsters are not attractive 
to potential newcomers,” he 
said. 

Lewis said both projects 
will produce enough energy 
to power 2,500 homes. He 
said they would reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions by 14,000 
tonnes per year. 

He said building could start 
by the first quarter of 2013. 

The province, he said, has 
"the most strict setback (rules) 
anywhere in the world” for 
homes. That earned him deri¬ 
sive laughter from turbine 
foes in the audience.

PORT COLBORNE - When mid-Sep¬ 
tember rolls around, Nancy Salvage gets 
a litde anxious. 

The organizer of the annual Terry Fox 
Run in Port Colbome isn’t anxious over 
the run and all that's involved with it. 

What gives her the jitters is when 
the clippers are pulled out for the head 
shave which has become a tradition at 
the event now. 

“Once the clippers go in I’m ok ... it 
feels good. As long as I have hair, I’ll get 
my head shaved ... I'm committed to it,” 
she said. 

This year will mark the seventh year 
she’s done the head shave, and she’s not 
alone. A number of people now get their 
heads shaved at the run, a fundraiser for 
the Terry Fox Foundation. 

“People plan for it ahead of time and 
we do get people who decide at the last 
minute to come up and get their heads 
shaved.” 

Two years ago, at the 30th anniversary 
of the run, 57 people help set a record for 
a multi-person simultaneous head shave. 

“We’ll probably do something big for 
the 35th anniversary,” she said. 

This year’s run, said Salvage, is Sunday, 
Sept. 16 at H.H. Knoll Lakeview Park and 
participants can run, walk, bike the one-, 
three- or five-kilometre route.

“Some people will do the route twice.” 

Though the run is still three months 
out, Salvage wants people to start think¬ 
ing about it now and wants people to 
consider forming teams to take part. 

“We had two teams last year, one was 
two people and the other was a team 
from Canadian Tire supporting an ill col¬ 
league. There’s no minimum pledge or 
registration required for the teams.” 

Salvage said the Terry Fox Run will 
be setting up in a downtown storefront 
as a headquarters to keep the run on 
people's minds and as a place for people 
to pick up pledge sheets or find out more 
information. 

“We want to be out there as early 
as possible, visible and increase our 
numbers.” 

The run, held rain or shine, averages 
around 200 people a year, with 215 taking 
part last year.

A1 said the space offered, from 
behind the bandstand south to 
the road that passes through the 
park, is not enough to hold all of 
his cars. 

“What would I do with my 
food vendors... they would have 
to compete with the food festi¬ 
val.

■ HISTORY: War’s last shot in Niagara fired at Zavitz Mill 

1812 -era mill stone 
to be rededicated

PORT COLBORNE - June 18, 1812, 
marked the day the United States declared 
war on Great Britain, starting a conflict that 
was to last almost three years and shape 
Niagara and the country into what it is today. 

Nearly 200 years to the day of the war’s 
beginning, members of the Port Colbome- 
Wainfleet War of 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee will meet at the top of the hill at 
H.H. Knoll Lakeview Park to rededicate a 
grist stone from Christian Zavitz’s mill. 

Tami Daoust, Port Colborne Historical 
and Marine Museum’s registrar, said a colour 
party from Royal Canadian Legion Branch 
56 and the Paris-Port Dover Pipe and Drum 
Band will enter the park, from Northland 
Pointe, up the hill to where the stone sits. 

"The ceremony runs from 2 p.m. to 3 
p.m, but we're asking people to show up at 
1:30 p.m,” said Daoust, adding everyone is 
invited to attend on Sunday, June 17. 

At 2 p.m.. Port Colbome's town crier, 
Thomas Pekai; will give a cry of greeting, fol¬ 
lowed by speech from local dignitaries. 

“Members of the Zavitz family will be 
there... and at the end of the program well 
unveil the monument” 

Re-enactors will also be by the monu¬ 
ment, which sits east of the Fielden Ave. 
entrance to the park. 

"It’s the major event for the dtyfor the War 
of 1812,” Daoust said. 

The importance of the stone, which sat 
for years in front of Newport Centre, just up 
the road, was that Christian Zavitz’s grist mill 


was captured three times during the War of 
1812, but was the only mill in the Niagara 
Peninsula not torched by American forces. 

In an interview late last year, Don Anger, 
a local historian and member of the local 
bicentennial committee, said the mill, 
captured all three times by Capt Cyrenius 
Chapin, wasn’t burned down because the 
grain inside was not tied to British govern¬ 
ment stores. He said if it had been burned 
down, it would have created a great hard¬ 
ship for people in Sugarloaf Setdement The 
once-important mill — built in 1790 on the 
northeast side of the Eagle Marsh Drain and 
closed sometime in 1834 — is long gone. 
However, two mill stones, used to grind grain 
to make flour, survived when the mill was 
tom down in the 1880s. 

While the one stone, on a new pedes¬ 
tal with a new plaque, is now in the park, 
the other sits on the grounds of the Port 
Colborne museum. 

During research, an old photograph of the 
mill was found and it was learned the mill 
also housed British and Canadian forces in 
Sugarloaf Settlement the name for the area 
long before it became Port Colborne. 

On Oct 28,1814, American soldier John 
Dixon, retreating back to Buffalo after a skir¬ 
mish in Norfolk where British and Canadian 
soldiers were killed, was shot by a militia 
guard while trying to raid a store for guns 
near Zavitz Mill. 

“It was the last shot fired in the peninsula 
and the last death,” said Anger, adding Dixon 
made it back to Buffalo before he died.

Business building in Port Colborne

PORT COLBORNE — The lake¬ 
side city issued building permits 
worth nearly $4.2 million in con¬ 
struction during the month of 
May. 

It is a sizable expansion by 
Thurston Machine that helped 
Port Colborne’s numbers to climb 
last month. The company’s expan¬ 
sion, at more than 2,700 square 
metres, is valued at $3.75 million. 

since the beginning of 2011, 
Port Colborne has seen several 


industrial expansions and several 
months when building permits 
totalled millions of dollars, said 
Dan Aquilina, the city’s director of 
planning and development. 

In March 2011, for instance, 
the city saw a huge spike in its 
monthly building permits with 
the approval of the Vale Health 
and Wellness Centre, reaching a 
$32-million total. In September, 
building permits spiked again 
with a Jungbunzlauer expansion 
bringing the total to $8.3 million. 

“It demonstrates the city is still 


growing on the industrial end," 
Aquilina said of recent devel¬ 
opments, adding some compa¬ 
nies even expanded during the 

The expansion of Thurston 
Machine, on the corner of elm st. 
and Barrick Rd., reinforces the 
work being done by the city to 
help expand existing industries, 
he added. 

Construction for the Thurston 
expansion is underway and 
expected to take several months 
to complete.
